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TOWN WARRANT! 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Worcester ss: 
To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale in said County, 
Greeting: 
In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, quali- 
fied by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, on 
Monday, the sixth day of March next, punctually at 9 o’clock in 
the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in the afternoon 
on said day of meeting), to act upon the following articles, namely. 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary officers for the year ensu- 
ing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, Treasurer, 
Collector, Auditor, Selectmen, one Road Commissioner, for three 
years, Overseers of Poor, Board of Health, Fence Viewers, one 
Assessor to serve three years, one member of the School Committee 
to serve for three years, five Constables, one Trustee of Public 
Library to serve three years, one Park Commissioner to serve three 
years, one Tree Warden to serve for one year, and a Surveyor of 
Lumber for one year ; also to bring in their ballots “‘Yes” or ‘‘No”’ 
in answer to the question: “‘Shall licenses be granted in this Town 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors?” 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of the Fire 
Department, and any other officers and committees of said Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sum or sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
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on and after January 1, 1917, in anticipation of the revenues of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1917. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will appropriate sixty (60) 
dollars toward defraying the expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 8. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of the dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the Collector of Taxes for his services. 


Article 10. To see what date, if any, not later than October 
15th, the Town will fix upon which taxes shall be payable, and to 
see from what date, not later than said fifteenth day of October, 
and at what rate, not less than six per cent. nor more than ten per 
cent., interest shall be charged on taxes that remain unpaid after 
the first day of November. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the Town. 


Article 12 To see if the Town will authorize the committee 
heretofore appointed to secure additional accommodations for fire 
apparatus to purchase a combination chemical, using any unex- 
pended balance raised and appropriated for use of this committee, 
and to raise and appropriate an additional sum of money for this 
purpose, or to take any action in relation to same. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will re-imburse the executrix 
of the will of Lura B. Day for certain funds paid by her to the 
Town, raise and appropriate money therefor, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate to be expended for the suppression of the Gypsy 
and Brown Tail Moths. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $13,000, or any other sum, for the repair of sidewalks and 
the construction of new sidewalks. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
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priate the sum of $1500, or any other sum, for the repair of Wil- 
liam street, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1000, or any other sum, in addition to prior 
appropriations, for the repair of Hope Street Bridge, and au- 
thorize its Board of road commissioners to make any contract or 
contracts in relation to said repairs, or take any action in relation 
to the foregoing.

Pursuant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in town 
affairs met at Town Hall and punctually at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon were called to order by the Clerk of said town, who read 
the warrant and under: 


; Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen Moderator with 
the use of the check list. 


Article 2. Voted: That the town proceed to vote for the 
necessary town officers by ballot all upon one ballot ; namely Town 
Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectmen, one Road Com- 
missioner for three years, Overseers of Poor, Board of Health, 
Fence Viewers, one Overseer to serve three years, one member of 
the School Committee to serve for three years, five Constables, one 
Trustee of Public Library to serve three years, one Park Commis- 
sioner to serve three years, one Tree Warden to serve for one year, 
and a Surveyor of Lumber for one year; also to bring in their 
ballots “Yes” or “No” in answer to the question: “Shall licenses be 
granted in this town for the sale of intoxicating liquors?” 


Article 3. Voted: Unanimously, that the report of the Se- 
lectmen, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of 
the Fire Department, and all other officers of the town be accepted 
as printed. 


Article 4. Voted: That the Chair appoint a Finance Com- 
mittee of nine, who shall retire and recommend a list of appropri- 
ations for the year ensuing.

Article 5. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1916, and to issue a note or 
notes therefor payable within one year, any debt incurred under 
this vote to be paid from the revenue of said financial year. 


Article 6. Voted: That the Town Treasurer with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money on and after January 1, 1917, and to issue a note or notes: 
therefor, payable within one year, and debt or debts incurred 
under this vote to be paid from the revenue of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1917. 


Article 7. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum of $60.00: 
to defray the expenses of Memorial Day, said amount to be paid 
Post 2e'G AOR. 


Article 8. Voted: To turn over to the Library the money re- 
funded to the town from the county on account of the dog tax. 


Article 9. Voted: That the compensation of the Collector of 
Taxes for the year 1916 be $275.00, all expense connected with the- 
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collection of taxes for the year 1916 to be borne by the town and 
paid from the appropriation for the Incidental Department. 


Article 10. Voted: That taxes for the current year shall be 
payable on September Ist, and that all taxes remaining unpaid 
after the first day of November shall bear interest at the rate of 
six per cent. from said September Ist. 


Article 11. Voted: To authorize the Selectmen to take charge 
of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 12. Voted: That the committee heretofore appointed 
to secure additional accommodations for fire apparatus be hereby 
authorized to purchase new apparatus, to dispose of any obsolete 
apparatus as recommended by the Fire Engineers: that the sum of 
$3500.00 be raised and appropriated toward the purchase of new 
apparatus, and the proceeds of sales, or any unexpended balance 
hereto appropriated for use of this committee may be used for the 
purchase of new apparatus or equipment. 


Article 13. Voted: To pass the article. 


Article 14. Voted: That the sum of $300.00 be raised and 


appropriated for the suppression of the Gypsy and Brown Tail 
Moths. 


Article 15. Voted: That the town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $13,000.00 for the repair of sidewalks and the construction 
of new sidewalks. 


Article 16. Voted: That the sum of $1500.00 be and hereby 
is raised and appropriated for the repair of William Street. 


Article 17. Voted: That the sum of $1500.00 be and hereby 
is raised and appropriated for the repair of the Hope Street Bridge, 
and that the Board of Road Commissioners be and hereby are au- 
thorized to make such contract or contracts, in the name and behalf 
of the town, in relation to such repairs as they shall deem wise. 


Voted: That the polls be closed at one o’clock in the afternoon.

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Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report them 
at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, as it is 
of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should be com- 
plete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of Massachu- 
setts, Vol. 1, Chap. 29, as amended by Chap. 280, Acts 1912. 


SEecTION 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date 
and place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number 
of the ward in a city and the family name. __‘ Failure to mail or 
deliver the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this 
section need not be given if the notice required by the following 
section is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


SECTION 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or deliver 
to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the birth 
occurred, a report of the birth, stating the date and place, the 
name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, ages, 
places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, giving the 
street number, if there be any, and the number of the ward in a 
city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or not the 
physician or midwife signing the birth return personally attended 
the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be stated except at the request in 
writing of both the father and mother filed with the rtturn. The 
record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as above provided, 
shall also contain the facts hereby required to be reported to the 
city or town clerk. ‘The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, which shall be paid 
by the city or town where the report is made, upon presentation to 
the city or town treasurer of a certificate from the city or town 
clerk stating that the said birth has been properly reported to him. 
The report required to be made by this section is in addition to the 
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report required to be made by the preceding section, and as above 
provided, if made within forty-eight hours of the birth, the report 
required by the preceding section shall not be required. A physi- 
cian or midwife who neglects to make and keep the record hereby 
required, or who neglects to report in the manner specified above 
each birth within fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense 
forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. The city or town 
clerk or registrar shall file daily with the local board of health 
a list of all births reported to him giving the following facts; date 
of birth, sex, color, family name, residence, ward, physician, or 
midwife. 


SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

We submit herewith the thirty-first annual report of the School 
Committee; also additional report covering expenditures on the 
Park Street school house and grounds, and the furnishings for same. 

We again call attention to the large item of repairs of build- 
ings, which as the buildings grow older calls for a larger annual 
expense. During the past year the Dutcher Street Building has 
called for general pointing and repairs of masonry and large 
repairs on the copper gutters and conductors, both being necessary 
to protect the building from the weather. We have also had a 
considerable expense to make the buildings more secure in case of 
fire, and have now received certificates of approval covering all of 
our school buildings from the State Building Inspector. 

It is probable that the next large expense in the way of repairs 
will be replacement of the boiler in the Chapel Street Building, and 
possibly replacement of one or both of the boilers in the Dutcher 
Street Building, all these having been in the number of years 
that represents the average effective life of boilers of this descrip- 
tion.

GENERAL POLICY. 


The touchstone of educational progress at the present time 
seems to be the junior high school. It is not so very long ago that 
it was vertical writing, and a little later, the Batavia plan. What 
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it will be next, the prudent man hesitates to prophesy. But what- 
ever the educational slogan may be at any particular time, it al- 
ways remains true that the teacher makes the school, and our 
policy is based upon this fundamental truth. Emerson uttered 
basic wisdom when he said, “It is the master mind that educates.” 
A certain very sensible father wrote back to his daughter who had 
given him a detailed description of her studies in college, “I do 
not care so much what you study. What I want to know is who 
and what your teachers are.” The superintendent of schools in a 
Massachusetts city, having a very high standing educationally, once 
said that he had no place in his schools for a teacher who was not 
-worth nine hundred dollars a year, or would soon reach that 
degree of excellence. 

It has been our policy to secure the best teachers available for 
the salaries we can offer, and then to keep them up to their best 
by all the means at our command. We have not narrowed our 
conception of a good teacher to a person who can simply impart a 
reasonable amount of knowledge concerning certain fixed scholastic 
subjects. The ideal teacher cares even more for what her pupils 
think, what they are, and what they hope to be, than for what 
they merely know. To this end we have tried to secure teachers 
who, in every respect, both in school and out, are worthy exemplars 
and wise advisers of children. 

As a corollary of the proposition that ‘the teacher makes 
the school,” it follows that the chief function of the superintendent 
in the smaller towns is the supervision of the teacher at work. To 
shape and direct in a general way the activities of each individual 
school, to present and illustrate the accepted methods of teaching, 
to bring to bear upon every teacher and pupil an overpowering 
expectation that each will do his best, and to discourage slovenly 
work wherever it occurs—these are the most important duties of a 
district superintendent. If these lines of work are faithfully 
carried out, it will require him to spend the larger part of each 
school day in the schools. 

To some this may seem like over supervision which tends to 
crush out initiative and originality on the part of the individual 
teacher. It istrue that a teacher who reads her eductional journals 
faithfully and three or four educational books a year, and who 
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really desires to know the latest and best concerning her profession, 
will not need so much supervision. As a matter of fact, however, 
they are the very ones who take most kindly to supervision and are 
most benefited by it. 

It has been our policy to see that pupils study and that teach- 
ers teach. We have very little red tape, very few reports, very 
few elaborate observances of special days, very little show work. 
We insist upon a fair degree of industry on the part of the pupils 
in the acquisition of facts. We try to assist pupils in understand- 
ing and applying the facts acquired. While educating the mind, 
we try not to neglect the morals, habits, and ideals of the pupils. 


VICTROLAS IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The use of these instruments in the public schools, both as a 
means of instruction and entertainment, is becoming very common. 
Thousands of schools have been equipped with them during the 
past few years, and their use is rapidly extending. We now have 
three Victrolas of a standard school type and a good stock of 
records with which to make a beginning. ‘The one at the high 
school was given by the classes of 1914 and 1916, which is hereby 
gratefully acknowledged. It bears an appropriately engraved 
plate indicating the source of the gift. Much praise is due the 
supervisor of music for the time and care she has given to. the 
selection of records. She has chosen each record with a definite 
purpose in view. It may have been to illustrate some particular 
principle in music or to familiarize the pupils with the various 
types of voice or instrument, either singly or in combination. 
Other records have been chosen as a means of teaching musical 
appreciation. Story-telling, folk-dances, and bird-music have not 
been forgotten. It is the intention to use modern language records 
at the high school. Accuracy of pronunciation and accent may 
be illustrated as in no other way except the employment of native 
French and German teachers. 

With a piano in each building, our musical equipment is quite 
complete and satisfactory. 

The results obtained are commensurate and creditable. The 
music rendered by the high school pupils at graduation and other 
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occasions when they sing in public always receives generous and 
deserved praise. ‘This indicates that the instruction they have re- 
ceived throughout the grades as well as the high school, must have 
been thorough and effective. 


SELECTION OF TEXT-BOOKS. 


For a small school system, this seems a simple and easy task, 
- but such is not always the case. ‘We have recently discarded a 
series of arithmetics which it is safe to say the majority of the 
teachers did not like. The new series seems to be well liked and 
good results are being obtained. Whether the new books or the 
old are the better, it would be impossible to say without knowing 
just what it is hoped to accomplish by their use. But this much 
is certain, teachers will accomplish better results with books they 
like than with those which are not to their taste. 

There is no uniform practice as to who shall select text-books. 
There is a growing tendency to leave the selection of all books used 
below the high school to the superintendent. In many places the 
school committee actually exercises its full legal control in all 
matters pertaining to text-books. In other places the preliminary 
examination is made by other parties, the committee concerning 
itself chiefly with the final decision. In some cases a committee of 
teachers may be chosen to examine various texts and make recom- 
mendations. No one of these methods is necessarily bad. On 
the other hand, the recommendation of an individual teacher, to 
whom some representative of a publishing house has just donated 
a sample copy, is not particularly valuable or desirable. To state 
the matter in another way, book men should not try to go over the 
heads of the school committee and the superintendent, and attempt 
to introduce his books through the recommendation or influence of 
a single teacher. 


CO-OPERATION BETWEEN LIBRARY AND SCHOOL. 


The pupils do not at the present time use the public library 
nearly so much as they should. ‘This certainly can not be due to 
any lack of interest, enthusiasm, or spirit of helpfulness on the 
part of the librarian. The resources of the library are abundant 
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and the policy of its administration is liberal. We are forced to 
believe that the reason for any lack of co-ordination which may 
exist will be found in the schools and not at the library. Teachers 
may feel that there is not time for library work if the school work is 
to be done well. A more extensive use of the library would save time, 
stimulate the pupil and give him a far more intelligent conception of 
the subject being studied. Some may feel that the text-book is ade- 
quate. A text-book is merely a book of texts, each of which should be 
developed and enlarged by instruction, by reading, by observation, 
by illustration, and by association and correlation with the real 
things and activities of life. Others may feel that their most 
important duty is to prepare their pupils for the next grade or 
for the high school. ‘The chances are that the pupil who has spent 
the most time at the library, who possesses the broadest general 
information, who has the most freely ‘browsed among books,” 
will be the best fitted for the next grade or for the high schoof. 
By all means, use the library more, have more library books in 
school, and give more credit for knowledge not gained from text- 
books. 


ARITHMETIC AND SPELLING. 


It is a little singular that neither the methods nor aims in 
these fundamental subjects are fixed or uniform. Some very pro- 
gressive towns are now adopting the plan of teaching arithmetic 
so as to secure mechanical accuracy in computation and a working 
knowledge of processes without giving very much attention to the 
analysis of problems or the comprehension of principles. This 
may be entirely correct, but we are still trying to cultivate the 
power to image and to analyze as well as to HiME mechanical 
facility in computation. 

In spelling we are trying to conform to the newer practice of 
teaching only those words which are found in the written vocabu- 
lary of the average adult. Several recent investigations show 
pretty conclusively what these words are. We are insisting that 
spelling should be taught as intensively as arithmetic, and that the 
majority of pupils learn the form of a word most readily through 
the eye rather than by writing it either ten or fifty times. 
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NEW FIRE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


It is needless to say that the school buildings of Hopedale are 
always kept in the highest state of repair and cleanliness. The 
attractive appearance of the schoolrooms, their excellent ventila- 
tion, and the exceptionally pleasant and healthful conditions under 
which our pupils work elicit many words of praise from visitors. 
But however pleasing to the eye a school building may be, it must 
first of all be safe. To this end, an improved system of fire signals 
has recently been installed in four buildings. Electric bells are 
now considered too unreliable for this purpose. Hand-pull gongs 
are more dependable and are recommended above all other devices 
by the best authorities. Our new gongs are large enough to be 
heard in any part of the building, and may be rung from one or 
more stations on each floor and in the basement. The wire pulls 
are of aviation wire, strong enough to eliminate all possibility 
of breaking. It is also vermin and insect proof as well as fire proof. 

Numerous fire drills are maintained in all buildings and 
under as varied conditions as possible. In these drills we are 
trying to follow the rules and recommendations of the State Fire 
Prevention Commissioner. In most respects probably our plan 
of procedure meets the approval of the majority of parents, yet 
there are doubtless some exceptions. While more frequent drills 
are given during the fall and spring than in the winter, yet it 
would be hardly safe to let a whole winter pass with no fire drill. 
A mild day is chosen for this purpose, but it is likely that some 
parents feel that no day in winter is mild enough to send children 
out-of-doors without extra wraps. Nevertheless a fundamental 
principle of all fire drills is to get the children out of the building 
as quickly as it can be done without confusion. No child should 
be allowed to stop for books, wraps, or anything of the kind. No 
child should under any circumstances be permitted to return to the 
building until the signal is given for all to return. The danger ot 
taking cold on any day when a fire drill would be ordered is very 
remote. In buildings no larger than ours, pupils are out-of-doors 
only a fraction of a minute. 
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SPECIAL SUBJECTS. 


It is difficult in these days to say just where regular subjects 
leave off and special subjects begin. It is certain no subject is 
quite so regular as spelling once was. According to a recent 
magazine article, “Spelling took nearly three-quarters of all the 
time of primary schools in the earlier days and as late as forty years 
ago, nearly half—by the actual records of the schools of Cleve- 
land. Now it takes from six to eight per cent. of the school time, 
with results, demonstrated by actual tests, to be better than those 
of the old days.” The time thus saved has very properly been 
devoted to other subjects, the more conservative of which we have 
introduced, though the teachers thereof are excused from the task 
of making special reports. 

Our course in manual training is not so extensive as would be 
offered in a larger place, but it includes about all there is any 
real need or demand for in a place of this size. We cannot ex- 
pand very much without the installation of some machinery, and 
for this we have noroom. So far as our manual training goes, it 
is of the customary type, and seems to me very satisfactory. Very 
few formal exercises are now necessary before the boys are ready 
to begin some task selected by themselves. The majority of the 
boys are working upon some article of utility which they will 
take home when finished. Not all the boys will become pattern- 
makers or skilled mechanics as a result of their training, but all 
are doing good work and are interested and happy. The course has 
gained steadily in value and efficiency under Mr. Stanley’s instruc- 
tion. 

Equally good work is being done in the cooking and sewing 
classes, though it is doubtful if the girls are quite so deeply inter- 
ested in housekeeping and dressmaking as the boys are in car- 
pentry. Miss Bennett took a summer course at Columbia this last 
season, the results of which are reflected in her work. A desire for 
professional improvement is always commendable.

The trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to deposit 
any manuscript or printed matter of any kind whether book, 
pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, that con- 
tains any direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. If each citizen 
will bear this in mind, and do his share in the matter, the library 
will eventually contain a more complete history of our town than 
can be made in any other way. 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 
will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the thirty-first annual report and the eighteenth from the 
present building. 

We are following the plan adopted nine years ago, and we 
call your attention to the report of the Librarian, which gives our 
statistics for the year 1916, together with an account of the varied 
activities under her supervision. 

After eighteen years of faithful, devoted, and most efficient 
service, the Librarian was granted, because of illness, a leave of 
absence early in the spring. During this time Miss Harriet E. 
Dart of New London, Connecticut, served most acceptably as 
Acting Librarian. The Trustees rejoice with the townspeople 
that Miss Sornborger has returned to her duties with restored vigor 
and enthusiasm. 

By his knowledge of the work and constant helpfulness Mr. 
Meade rendered invaluable service to the Library during Miss 
Sornborger’s absence. His work has been of great assistance in 
every way, and the Trustees are glad to express their appreciation 
of his excellent service. 

The Library has been most fortunate in the Assistants whom 
Miss Sornborger has trained from our High School girls. It is 
noteworthy that four of these Assistants have chosen library work 
as their profession. In this connection it is fitting that mention 
should be made of the assistance rendered the Library by Miss 
Dorothy W. Atwell. In the winter and spring she devoted many 
hours to the work with such ability that the entire charge of the 
Library was given her during the month of August. 

It is a pleasure to call attention to the really remarkable circu- 
lation of books carried on by Mrs. Smith at the South Hopedale 
Branch. Much credit is due Mrs. Smith for the conveniences she 
has furnished; great credit, besides, is due the citizens of South 
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Hopedale for the manner in which they have availed themselves 
of these privileges. ‘They are setting a high standard for Hope- 
dale people to emulate. 

Mr. French’s death on May 29 was a distinct loss to the 
Library. . He served the Town as a Trustee for over twenty-seven 
years, aways devoted to the best interests of the Library and its 
patrons. At a meeting of the Trustees held on June 12 the follow- 
ing resolutions were adopted and entered on the Library records: 

Whereas, The Bancroft Memorial Library has sustained a dis- 
tinct loss in the death of Mr. Frank H. French. 

Be it resolved; That the remaining Trustees express to Mrs. 
French their deep appreciation of the interest and devotion of Mr. 
French, of his untiring efforts for the upbuilding of the Library, 
of his ever ready response to all suggestions, and of his unfailing 
and courteous cooperation.

The Library was closed on the afternoon of Mr. French’s 
funeral, and also at the funeral of Mr. Charles F. Roper. Mr. 
Roper, as a Trustee of the Library in its early days, gave most 
valuable assistance in shaping its policy. 

At a joint meeting of the Selectmen and the remaining 
Trustees on June 12, Mr. Arthur C. Johnson was appointed to fill 
the vacancy on the board. On the same date the Trustees chose 
Mr. Johnson as Secretary of the Trustees. 

The new lights which have been placed about the children’s 
table have added greatly to its usefulness. The table long ago 
justified its place, and now the Trustees are anticipating the time 
when the children may have a room by themselves for their books 
and games, with a trained assistant in charge. | 

The Funds which have been provided by members of the 
Bancroft family have made it possible for our Library to purchase 
many choice’books which are impracticable for the ordinary town 
to own. In this way during the past year the Library has received 
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beautiful editions of Hawthorne’s and Emerson’s works. It is 
well worth while to examine and become acquainted with the many 
handsome editions which the Library has received from the Ban. 
croft Fund. ‘The needs of the children are also thoughtfully met, 
for the whole income of the Sarah M. Whipple Fund is used for 
books suitable for them. 

A small part of the $500 given by General Draper in 1899 
for the purchase of scientific books still remains. ‘This year we 
have purchased 3 volumes, making a total of 212. 

Mrs. Susan E, Whitney has generously given a portrait of 
her father, Mr. Almon ‘Thwing, brother of Sylvia W. Bancroft, to 
whom the Library is a Memorial. ‘The Trustees acknowledge with 
thanks the gift of magazines from Miss Bancroft, Mr. E. D. Ban- 
croft, Mrs. William Ferguson, and Mrs. Osgood for the table for 
free distribution. [he Trustees would welcome such gifts of used 
magazines from the patrons of the Library, and suggest that as 
many as possible contribute to this worthy object. 

The Victrola Concerts given on the first Sunday in the wintry 
months continue to attract many lovers of good music. The 
Trustees thank those who have so sienna Rey contributed to the 
success of this work. 

During the first week in December Mr. and Mrs. Fred E. 
Ball gave an exhibition of photographs which was a revelation of 
the excellent work done by these local amateurs. 

Three years ago the Trustees called attention to the approach- 
ing need of assistance to the Librarian. The continued growth 
in all departments has now made it advisable to furnish definite 
assistance on those days when the work is heaviest. 

We respectfully recommend $3,500 and the proceeds of the 
dog tax for the expenses of the coming year.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The librarian respectfully submits the tenth annual report. 


CIRCULATION. 


The total circulation has been 28,390, an average of 82 books 
each of the 306 days the library was open. The total Sunday 
circulation was 96. The juvenile circulation has increased from 
26 to 29 per cent of the whole. Of the entire circulation at the 
main library 77 per cent was fiction. 


READING AND REFERENCE ROOMS. 


The reading and reference rooms and children’s table were 
used by 9720 visitors, a gain of 501 over last year. The total 
Sunday use was 709 people—302 coming as readers and 
407 for the Victrola concerts. This is the third year of these 
Sunday afternoon concerts and also the most largely at- 
tended. The following people, in the order named, kindly took 
charge of one concert: Mr. L. K. Whiting; Mr. I. C. Trask, Mil- 
ford, Mass.; Mrs. Lillian E. Wood, Milford, Mass.; Mr. E. M. 
Wheelock. Mr. Trask used an Edison phonograph, furnished by 
himself, and Mrs. Wood, the singing teacher in Hopedale, using 
the school records, explained the use made of the Victrola in the 
public schools. 


Books AND MAGAZINES. 


The library has added 406 volumes this year, of these 112 were 
children’s books. The Sarah M. Whipple Fund which is for 
young people’s books entirely, purchased 46 volumes but so late in 
the year that but 14 volumes have been added to the library to date. 

The Bancroft Fund has supplied the ‘‘New International Year 
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Book,” as in years past and another valuable reference book, the 
new edition of Lippincott’s Biographical Dictionary’ in two 
volumes, bound in strong buckram to withstand the anticipated 
use. From this fund has also been purchased a complete set of 
Emerson in 12 volumes and 10 volumes from a complete 13 volume 
set of Hawthorne. The payment for the remainder of this last 
set will be made from 1917 interest on the Fund. Both sets are 
beautifully bound in % morocco, the Emerson in brown, the Haw- 
thorne in green. 

On December 31, 1916, there remained unexpended from the 
original $500 and accrued interest, given by the late General 
Draper, Sept. 26, 1899, but first used in 1900, $78.19. During 
the year three volumes, listed elsewhere, have been bought, making 
212 volumes purchased to date. 

Miss Grace Dutcher has continued the file of ‘““The Journal of 
American History” as in the past three years. 


SouTH HoOPEDALE BRANCH. 


Our Branch continues to do most satisfactory work. Open 
52 Fridays for an hour and a half, it has circulated 3278 books, an 
average of 63 books in each of those 90 minute openings. But 
3 new borrower’s cards have been issued this year, so it is the same 
people, in this small community, who year after year keep up this 
splendid record, a record of 27 books during the year to each card 
holder. The same test applied in our main library shows but 18 
books to each borrower. Mrs. Smith, who works this magic has 
greatly helped the efficiency of her library and the promptness of 
service from the main library by the installation of a telephone 
in her home, where the Branch is located. 


Work WITH CHILDREN AND SCHOOLS. 


The children have continued to enjoy the books and puzzles 
at their own little table, started last year. 

This has been the fifth continuous year of the summer story 
hours, 40 in all, with a total attendance of 912. The eight stories 
this year were of a miscellaneous character, heard in all by 53 
children. Helen Redgraves was the only child present each time. 
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Our Victrola was used to the great enjoyment of the children, as 
during the past three years. | 
Early in the year the sixth grade were given the usual lessons 
at the library in its use. 
The school card has been used by the teachers to draw 669 
volumes for school use. 


LocaL HISTORY. 


The public auction sale of Adin Ballou’s private library, held 
Jan. 12 and 13, 1916, was mentioned in last year’s report and the 
five very important items which were bought with the 1915 income 
of the Bancroft Fund. Fifty other items connected with Adin 
Ballou or Hopedale were purchased from the 1916 appropriation. 
Among these were two more manuscript books, one the ‘‘Constitu- 
tion and Records of the Parochial Christian Union,” organized in 
1873—the records ending in June, 1874, the other six volumes of 
Journal and expense books of the Hopedale Home School from 
1854 to 1861. These contained, aside from what its title would 
suggest of value, a list of the books in the Community Library 
which is of great interest to the library of today. 

An original pencil portrait drawn by G. Thompson, also a 
Hopedale man, has a double interest. 

Two of Adin Ballou’s books were re-printed in Europe, “Chris- 
tion non-resistance”’ in Edinburgh in 1848, and ‘Expositions of 
views respecting the modern spirit manifestations” from the 
second American edition in Liverpool in 1853. Both of these 
foreign editions were among the books purchased. 

Seven broadsides were secured, the most important being the 
“Order of exercises at the dedication of the (Hopedale) meeting 
house, Nov. 15, 1860’, but the Hopedale Home School exhibitions 
held in Milford in 1859, and another in 1860, are exceedingly 
interesting, as is the poster of one of Adin Ballou’s lectures on ‘The 
Practical Christian Republic.” 

The other thirty-eight items are, with one exception, 
pamphlets, mostly by Adin Ballou, two of the most important by 
him might be mentioned, “Declatory resolutions of the Hopedale 
community, with reference to the existing Civil war, Sept. 15, 
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1861”, and “The Voice of Duty; an address at the anti-slavery 
picnic at Westminster, July 4, 1843.” The exception is Adin 
Ballou’s book, “Primitive Christianity” in three volumes, the first 
volume of which, printed in 1870, is exceedingly rare. 

We acquired, at this time several duplicates of items in our 
collection which it-was necessary to buy in order to secure desirable 
items placed for sale in the same miscellaneous collection of 
pamphlets, but perhaps even more because of Mr. Libbie’s kind- 
ness in giving us all material left unsold. As the two libraries 
bidding against us with most persistence were Harvard and the 
Boston Public, we hope to use some of these in exchange to the 
advantage of all when the matter can again be taken up. Noth- 
ing has been done this year toward the systematic arrangement of 
this valuable material purchased, or that equally so which has been 
given. - 

This year Mrs. Susan Whitney has presented the library with 
a large framed portrait of her father, Almon Thwing, who was 
also the brother of Mrs. Bancroft, to whom the bulding is a 
memorial. 

Miss Georgiena Bailey has once more given us a valuable 
item, in four numbers, bound together, of the ““Mammoth,” a tiny 
paper printed by the son of Adin Ballou, Adin Augustus. We 
already had one number framed and highly prized as the gift of the 
late Gov. Eben S. Draper. Miss Bailey also gave us 6 duplicate 
programmes. 

EXHIBITS. 

During “Good Book Week,” December 4-9, Mr. and Mrs. 
F, E. Ball of Hopedale, held a most attractive exhibit of their 
work in photography, whcih was visited during the week by more © 
than 250 people. 

The Library Art Club has sent sixteen exhibits as follows: 
Marchen-Brunnen; South America; Kashmir; New York I; 
Dante; Buckingham III; Great War I and II; Days Near Rome 
II; Van Dyck; Banff; Advertising posters; European artists;
